Mindedness, with unscrupulous cruelty and unre-

| attempt at encroachment on the part of the Popes 
‘found the nation united as one man to oppose it. 
Whenever a Pope pretended to countenance some- 
thing or somebody, the thing or the person was 
|sure to be lost, from the simple reason of being 
countenanced by the Pope. It was a maxim with 
| the nation, that no good cau come from that quar- 
iter. The very communication between the clergy 
| and the Roman See has been at all times so much 
controlled and watched, that the Roman Catholic 
clergy of Hungary, however mighty and influential, 
| was kept utterly powerless to serve the worldly 
ambition of Papacy. And this sound cautious 
spirit of the nation resulted in imparting a highly 
pronounced sense of independence, national dignity, 
and patriotism to the Roman Catholic clergy itself 
It is but paying a due homage to their merit to say, 
that the Hungarian catholic clergy never has 
been so base, abject, and servile, as to betray the 
independence of their country and the dignity of 
their nation to the ambitious aspirations of the 
pontifical See. There was no trifling to be dared 
with Hungary on this point. It was before the 
Reformation yet, that King Mathias Corvinus 
gave to understand to Pope Sixtus 1V, that the

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WESTERN COLLEGE SOCIETY. 


Tus Twelfth Anniversary of the “Society for the 
Promotion of Collegiate and Theological Education at 
the West” was held at Providence, R I, on the 30th 
and Slet ult. The Board of Directors met in the com- 
mittee-room of the Richmond-street church, on Tues- 
day, at 10 o'clock, A.M, and were laboriously engaged 
in transacting the important business of the Society 
during that and the following day. At those meetings 
the annual report is read entire, ite principles and 

y discussed, alterations and amendments 
made, till it meets the views of the Board; and the re- 
port of the Treasurer, although presented with the 
certificate of the auditor, is referred to a committee 
for a general examination. 

Each Institution upon the list of the Society is re- 
quired annually to furnish the Board with a financial 
statement showing its resources, income, out-goes, and 
wants, together with such other facts and considera- 
tions as May go to sustain its appeal for aid, and ena- 
ble the Directors to reach an intelligent decision in 
respect to its claims upon the treasury. These spplica- 
tions are read and carefully considered, and then ap- 
propristions made for the year according to their sup- 
posed relative demande 

When new institutions apply for aid, they are re- 
quired to furnish the appropriate documents in rela- 
tion to their terms of incorporation, their officers, 
trustees, and students, descriptions of their locations, 
their relations to similar enterprises in the same re- 
gion of country, their resources, present or prospective, 
ets., eto, that the Board may know their true condi- 
tion, and so appreciate their claims for the assistance 
desired. These several points are then thoroughly 
considered by the Directors, and if doubt remains spe- 
cial committees are sent to the West to make personal 
examination. 

ANNUAL DISOOUBBE, 

This was delivered by the Rev. R.S. Storrs, Jr., D.D, 
of Brooklyn, N.Y., on Tuesday evening, to a crowded 
audience in the High-street church. 

ABSTBACT OF DR, STORRS’ DISCOURSE. 

The Discourse was founded on the Song of Solomon, 
chapter 4, verse 4: “Thy neck is like the tower of 
David, builded for an armoury, wherein there hang a 
thousand bucklera, all shields of mighty men.” The 
familiar reference which the poet here makes to this 
citadel of David was taken as suggesting the general 
principle that God had always availed himself of fit 
powers in the extension of his kingdom over the earth; 
that he has himself designated and established such 
centres of power, has gradually enlarged and consoh- 
dated them, and has taught his people to mske effee- 
tive use of them, for the spread or the defence of his 
Truth. The object of the Discourse was then defined 
to be, to show that a College is in our times such a 
centre of power; of that moral power which really 
controls and wields all others; and that it is one which 
is harmonious with Christianity, and which it is there- 
fore the duty and the privilege of Christians to use, 
vigorously and persistently, for the upbuilding of God’s 
kingdom. 

In the course of the discussion of this theme, the 

College was considered first in its simplest form, as an 
institution in which younger and receptive minds are 
brought into personal and continuous contact with 
others older and more disciplined, who communicate 
to them of their knowledge and thought :—secondly, as 
an institution that tends continually to grow larger 
and more powerful, as the years and eenturies ad- 
vance; @ point which was illustrated by the history 
of European universities, and by the necessary inter- 
dependence of each department of knowledge upon all 
others:—thirdly, es an institution the influence of 
which affects certainly, though not with equal force 
or immediateness, al! classes in the community ; espe- 
cially in a country like ours, where these classes inter- 
mix freely, and are continually changing places :— 
fourthly, as an institution essentially friendly to Christ- 
ianity, by its very aim and constitution, and preémi- 
nently needed by a Protestant Christianity, both for 
its illustration and defence, and for the propagation of 
its principles among men. 
__ It was affirmed, as the resulte of the discussion, that 
if this enterprise of founding and building up colleges 
in our country was now for the first time proposed 
and advocated, the very proposition of it would mark 
& great advance in Christian wisdom. But at the 
same time it was shown that the views and efforts of 
the Christian fathers of the country were in harmony 
with these, and that their early and noble efforte in 
the same work gave to it a special consecration. The 
permanence of the influence thus exerted was briefly 
glanced at, and the time was anticipated when such 
colleges, standing all over the country, each in its 
place like ‘the Tower of David, builded for an ar- 
moury,’ should at once bless the land most richly and 
permanently, and shed their influence over the world ; 
forming the most noble trophy and memorial of the 
Society, which had so largely assisted to rear them. 


A copy of the discourse was requested for publica- 
tion, but we understand that it is the wish of the So- 
ciety to secure its repetition in several places before 
itis issued from the preee. 

ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES. 

These were held on Wednesday evening in the Cen- 
tral church. In the absence of the President the 
Rev. Prof. Goodrich, of Yale College, presided, and 
the mesting was opened with prayer by the Rev. E. 
V. Gerhart, President of Franklin Marshall College, 
Lancaster, Pa. An abstract of the Annual Report was 
read by the Corresponding Secretary. 

The memorable words of the founders of Harvard 
College were quoted as applicable to the work in 
which the Society is engaged. The main points con- 
sidered in the report are the difficulty of so construct- 
ing the great argument of the Society that it eould 
be fully apprehended by the popular mind, and the 
still greater difficulty of securing its adequate diffa- 
sion; the case of Western Reserve College; the pub- 
lication of Tyler’s Essay on Prayer for Colleges, as 
marking a new era in the history of the Society ; 
revivals of religion in the institutions aided; the 
death of the Rev. J. M. Ellis; the necessity of accurate 
information in regard to the West, and the best means 
of securing it; the importance of a full development 
of Western resources, and a prevention of the needless 
multiplicatioa of Colleges in order that no unneees- 
gary burdens may be imposed upon the Eastern 
ehurehes. The growing feeling at the East that the 
West ought to sustain its own institutions was alluded 
to, and erroneous views in respect to the available re- 
sources of that country guarded againat. 

The progrees of the Society was shown to be real 
and highly encouraging, but yet sadly slow when com- 
pared with the rapid and wondrous development of 
the West. Ten colleges had been aided during.the 
year, viz, Marietta, Wittenberg, and Heidelberg Col- 
leges, Ohio; Wabash Ovllege, Indiana; Illinois and 
Knox Oolleges, Illinois; Beloit College, Wisconsin ; 
Iowa Oollege, [owa; German Evangelical Missouri 
College, Missouri; aod Pacific University, Oregon 
Knox College would no longer apply for aid, making 
the third institution which had come off from the So 
ciety’s list as not needing further assistance. Another, 
Wittenberg, would follow at the close of the next 
year, and two or three others were making rapid ad 
vances toward a state of independence in respect to 
foreign aid. The importance of doing up the whole 
work of the Society cast of the Mississippi was espe- 
cially ees forth. 

It appeared from the Treasurer's Report that the 
balance in the treasury at the close of the previous 
year (including $1672 subject to outstanding drafts, ) 
was $2,501.84—the total receipts $19,391.14, and the 
entire resources of the year $21,89248. More money 
had paseed through the treasury for the benefit of 
colleges than in any previous year, but present re- 
gources were entirely inadequate to meet the growing 
demands. ‘ 

ABSTRACT OF D&. CLARK'S ADDRESS. 


Tae Rev. R. W. Clark, of East Boston, moved the 
adoption of the report. Dr. C., in sustaining this 
motion, remarked that colleges like ali great forces in 
nature, were quiet, yet controlling. Their influence 
Was greatly increased by being founded early, as their 
cresting avd pains power is then brought to bear 
Upon society In itsinfancy, This organization was cow- 
prehensive in its character. It stood related to and 
embraced all others, Foreiga and Home Missions, Tract 
Society, ete., inasmuch as it had especially to do with 
edueating living minds, which must constitute the 
moving power in ali these organizations. This Soci- 
ety should interest ali classes, Gratitude is due for 
the past benefits conferred on our nation through the 
influence of colleges. We inherited the past and should 
live for the future, 

Dr. C. considered the influence of colleges on our 
political institutions, and stated that a foreign ambas 
sador once came to our shores to examine into our con- 
dition and to learn where lay our great strength as a 


ete., whereas Dr. O, would have taken him to our col- 
leges and schools. A despotism needs forts aud armies ; 
we, schools and colleger. They need flatterera; we, 
orators. Discussion was the of our institutions. 
Our political parties needed educated leaders. They 
are changing their bases as new and great questions 
arise, involving most precious interests. Truth and 
error, freedom and slavery, were in conflict, and men 
educated in our colleges were adapted to meet the 
crisie. 

Dr. C. also traced the bearing of colleges on general 
education. Colleges and common echools went together. 
They acted and reiicted upon each other. Massachu- 
setts had 1,149 students in her colleges, an! 199,447 
in her common schools. Virginia, with one-third 
more population, had in her colleges 744, and 109,775 
im her common echools, or 400 less in the higher insti- 
tutions, and 90,000 leas in schools. Colleges were for 
the poor, and therefore needed to be endowed. It was 
the glory of New-Enogland, and especially of Boston, 
that the wealthiest citizen could not purchase for his 
child as good an education as was provided for the 
poorest. 

The influence of colleges in reepect to revivals of 
religion was also considered. No places had been 
so abundantly blessed of God. This was chown by 
statistics derived from the history of revivals in Yale, 
Dartmouth, Williams, ete. All the colleges aided by 
the Society had been abundantly blessed. The work 
in institutions was likely to be thorough and genuine, 
and free from extravagances. Minds there were die- 
ciplined and prepared for the reception of the Word. 
In respect to the dangers of college life it might be 
said that while there are temptations every where, 
here they were guarded by the frequency of revivals, 
by the watch of college officers, and by the fact that 
the mind was continually and fully occupied. 

Volleges cultivated individual power. This was 
needed to meet the skepticism of the day and conduct 
reforms. Aesociated effort was a peculiarity of our 
day. The history of the Church showed the power 
of individual minds, and the primitive disciples, Paul 
and Luther, were cited as illustrations. Influences 
descended from the more cultivated to the less, from 
the teacher to the echolar. Carist recognized the 
value and power of individuals. His teaching was 
often directed to individual minds He instructed 
Nicodemus, the Samaritan woman, and others, in the 
great doctrines of religion. Leaders of society were 
now needed. The allied armies in the Crimea had 
every resource, but a leader was wanted. All great 
enterpriees to be successful must have some originating 
and guiding mind to direct them. 

Such minds were needed to contend with Romanism. 
The power of that system resided in the educational 
schemes of the Jesuits, Education as condueted by 
them stopped the Reformation. Their schools were 
established for Protestants rather than Romanists. 
Io this country we had a fair field, and if we were 
beaten we deserved it. If we could not save our 
nation from Popery, what hope was there of convert- 
ing the Papal nations of Europe! God did not allow 
us our great privileges without our laboring to retain 
them. lf we were faithful we should act upon Roman- 
iste rather than they upon us) Modern improvements 
had already reached Rome itself. 

Dr. C. urged the importance of liberal contributions 
to this object. But little comparatively was contri- 
buted to the cause of benevolence; in Great Britain 
some $2,000,000 annually, $800,000 in the United 
States. In the city of New-York alone $1,500,000 
were aonually expended for theaters and opera-houses 
—about twiee the amount of all our charities. Great 
Britain expended $250,000,000 yearly for alcoho! and 
tobacco. The contributions to a single heathen temple 
in Calcutta were nearly as much as the united centri- 
butions of Britain and America. When the annual 
income of John Wesley amounted to £30, he gave 
away £2 and lived on £28, When it amounted to 
£60 he gave away £32, and when it rose to £120 he 
still gave away all but the £28. His charities amounted 
in ali to £30,000. Wher the tax gatherers, who sup- 
pose him possessed of great wealth, called on him for 
an inventory of his plate, he informed them that he 
had two spoons in London and two in Bristol. By 
benefiting others we benefit ourselves. Great sacri- 
fives were made to plant the early colleges of this 
country, Each family among the Pilgrims of New- 
Engiand gave twelve penee or a peck of corn to sus- 
tain Harvard, 


Dr. Clark was followed by the Rev. A. D. Smith, 
D.D., of New-York. 


“If, in regard to any important matter, he said, 
where there is a laek of due practical interest, the 
main difficulty, commonly, is one of theory. Men fail 
to grasp the great generic truths which underlie it 
If we would magnify any good object, we must magni- 
fy its ground idea Mere details and specific views 
will not suffice.

God's 
agency may be referred to three great departments— 
creation, preservation, education; and of these the 
last is the greatest. He is the Educator of the worid, 
nay, of all worlds. Even in the sphere of the materiel, 
there is a sort of educational process, much magnified 
by reeent acience,—the educing from old chaos, if not 
from primordial ‘*fire-mist,’ multitudinous forms of 
beauty and grandeur. Tne whole probationary state 
of man is educational. The chief function of Provi- 
dence is didactic. Christianity is mainly, both as to 
the individual and the race, a process oftraining. To 
create andto preserve a soul is, in some sense, less 
than to educate it Sanctification is greater than re- 
generation. The one is instantaneous—it comes of but 
a sivgle fiat. The other stretches, often, over half a 
century, and bas in it numerous and marvelous mani- 
and harmonies of the the divine attributes. As edu- 
cation is thus God’s greatest work, so is itours From 
all thia, we readily infer, 

“Ii, Zhe importance of educating the educators. 
Such, indeed, are we ali, and aiwaya Every thought, 
feeling, word, act, has a formatuve power. But some 
have peeutiarly and preéminently a didactic function ; 
and chief among these are the graduates of such insti- 
tutions as are aided by this Society. Various classes 
of these graduates were briefly presented, in their 
educational function—ministers, lawyers, physicians, 
teachers by profession, legislatora, authors. By them 
mainly is the community moulded. What they are, 
it wili be. Of what transcendent consequence, then, 
is their education. With this general vicw, was con- 
nected, 

lil. The importance of educating the educators of the 
West. Thereis to caiminate the gtory of our republic. 
There, for it and for the world, is to be the seat of 
power. It was about a century ago that Berkeley 
wrote, 

‘Westward the star of empire takes its way ;” 
and in that famous utterance was embraced both his- 
tory and prophecy. Dr. 8. gave a rapid sketch of the 
westward course of power and of liyht,—in the old 
Assyrian empire, the Persian, the Macedonian, the 
Roman, the British; each extending farther West 
than ite predeceseor, until, on these shores, sprang up 
the great Americap power. And the course of this 
has been ever towards the setting sun, until hastened 
by that providence which out of evil educes good, it 
has established iteelf hopefully and even magnificently 
on the shores of the Pacific. For all this, meanwhile, 
—in the Christianization of the Sandwich Islands, the 
opium war in China, the recent insurrection there, and 
the partial opening of Japan,—Asia has been in pre- 
paration. Long aseailed by Goepel forces on ite west- 
ern borders, it is now invaded on the east. Christian- 
ity, having made the circuit of the globe, is coming 
back to its birth-place with the spoils of the globe. 
From our own shores the light of salvation is to flash 
over the Pacific. Not for our own sake, a'one, but 
for the world’s and for Chriat’s, let us look well to the 
education of the educators of the West. Dr. 8S. spoke, 

“IV. Of our agency in this matter. The elder 
states of our union have a responsibility in referenee 
to the younger, analogous to that of the elder sisters 
of afamily. 1. We must hold up to the newer re- 
gious, model institutions. The colleges of the East 
have Various advantages, resulting from their age, 
position, and patronage over those of the West; and 
they should be well sustained, not for our own advan- 
tage merely, but that they may serve as ensamples. 
They benefit the whole land, and especially the 
younger communities, by maintainiog a high standard 
of education. 2. We must send to the West model 
men. This, to some extent, in all departments, we 
have always been doing—with some failures it must 
be admitted. 3. We must sustain institations at the 
West, for the development of native mind. No Eastern 
supply can supersede this Without it neither the 
ministry nor other )mportant educational forces can 
be adequately supplied The native mind, besides, 
has pecutiar facilities for influence. Dr. 8. dwelt on 
the developing powers of a college in relation to the 
surrounding community. It is a sort of divining-rod 
pointing to hidden weaith—a magnet drawing to itself 
congenial natures. He concluded by urging that while 
the movement of the world in general 1s so impetuous, 
we wake haste in our work. The powers of darkness 
are making haste, In some way the West will be 
edocated tor evil if not for good. Be it ours to edu- 
cate it for God and his Christ.”

DR. COX AND “BROTHERLY LOVE.” 


To tax Epirors oy Tue InpEPENDENT: 

A Larrea appears in the New-York Huvangelist of 
yesterday whose heading is. “Let Brotherly Love 
Continue,” and bearing the signature “Samuel H. 
Cox.” The hope of the writer may have been to pro- 
mote brotherly love, We try to believe it; bat the 
effect of the letter must be otherwise. It seems to 
have been called out by an epistle from Rev. Dr. 
Humphrey in regard to the recent movement and dis 
cussions concerning charch extension. 

To all Dr. Cox's laudation of Dr. Humphrey and 
his two sons we make no objection, except we could 
wish there were far less praise of man in these days; 
then would there be more real humanity to man and 
more glory to God. 

But Dr. Cox could not, or did not, get through with 
his epistle of reciprocity, and thanks, and praise to 
De. Humphrey, and of exaltation of Presbyterianism, 
(how unnatural the last to promote brotherly love!) 
without throwing out an unbrotherly suspicion or 
uttering a few slanderous words against some of his 
brethren of the Congregational churches in New-Eng- 
land. Was this to “let brotherly love continue!” 
He intimates that in New-Enogland we are without 
Christian law and order in our churches. He assumes 
that some of us—pastors of Congregational churches— 
are “recreant ministers.” He says that ‘‘ possibly the 
time is near when orthodoxy in New-Kogland will 
have to undergo some review and castigation, in re- 
ference to the elements that threaten its purity and 
defile its sanctity.” He says he could give “names, 
and examples, and facts.” Well, we much prefer that 
he sheuld, These insinuations “in generalities and in 
abstractions” against the orthodoxy of Congregational 
ministers of New-Eogland have long enough been 
made. And long enough have ministers of Jesus 
Ohrist, good men and true, been made to suffer in 
their reputation and their hopes of usefulness by these 
suspicious and creeping falsehoods about their recep: 
tion of the fundamental doctrines of the Gospel. If 
names can be called let them be called, and not let there 
be thrown out those unkind and unjust insinuatione 
against brethren, who meet with obstacles and opposi- 
tion enough legitimately, from the enemies of Christ. 
W any of our Presbyterian or Congregational brethren 
suspect us of unsoundness in the faith, let them not 
toss out their suspicions and slanders here and there 
and leave us to pick them up and go and ask explana- 
tion as a means of grace to their souls, as for our own 
defence as best we may; or try by zeal for God and a 
single eye to his glory, to live them down in the course 
of a lifetime, and bear the loss of our usefulness to 
the cause of Christ. We consent to be tried by a 
council of our brethren in the ministry, fairly called, 
or by our churches’ Let our accusers, be they 
Presbyterians or Oonzregationalists, coma on with 
their charges, call our names, and give us a chance to 
vindicate ourselves by the word of God. It may be 
the world would gat some iitt!e banefi: from the trial, 
as it did when Lyman Becher and Albert Barnes 
were tried for heresy. At least let it be known who 
are real heretics and who are not. Compel not the 
innocent to suffer with the guilty. 

Let now, since this letter of Dr. Cox has beea pub- 
lished, some humble, noiseless New-England ministers 
go out into some of the Presbyterian settlements 
where the name of that somewhat distinguished divine 
is well-known and the authority of his word unques- 
tioned, and what must they do, how shall they act? 
They are at once suspected. And this done, however 
wise and pious men, somebody doubtless will quick 
discover their heterodoxy. They must either acknowl- 
edge the heresies of New-Enagland and wash their 
hands by siding with Dr. Cox, or, if in con- 
science they cannot do this, they must dear the sus- 
picion, which soon becomes reproach, and suffer the 
abridgment, perhaps the destruction of their use- 
fulness in those parts. And how long will it take Dr. 
Cox, and others like him, by talking and writing “ in 
generalities and in abstractions” about ‘‘ recreant min- 
istera” of New-England, to fasten the suspicion of her- 
esy upon usall over Christendom! We repeat, let 
him, and all, call their names and make their specific 
charges, or be silent. And this is one way to “ let

see but imperfectly whas an interest and what a work | 


And what if in New-England some of us do not re- 
quire that everybody subseribe to our precise formula 
ef doctrine? What if we allow little margin for non- 
fundamental variety! Has not the world had expe- 
rience enough to know the folly of any other course { 
Dr. Cox cannot have the vanity to suppose that all his 
brethren of the N. S. Presbyterian Church agree with 
him in all important, if not fundamental, pointe, e. g., the 
subject of slavery. What shall we do with brethren, 
in New-England or out of it, who hold to limited 
atonement and inability? What does Dr. Cox do with 
them? How painful are these views to all who thor- 
oughly hold the opposite scheme of doctrine! And 
yet, shall we cast off, or separate from such brethrent 
Rather, let us rejoice in their blessed self-contradic- 
tions, wherein they do hold up a Savior crucified for all, 
and where they assume the obligation of al! men to re- 
pent, ability or no ability. This is the way to “let 
brotherly love continue.” 

Andif we have in our New-Eogland communion a 
few individuals, who, on other points, differ from the 
body of their brethren and yet seem so full of self-con- 
tradictions, or, at least, of the Gospel, that they hearti- 
ly assent to all the essentials of the Christian faith, 
ean we justly be required, on pain of being pronounced 
heretics for offending, to be more severe and uncharita- 
ble with them than with others who seem to be equally 
or more wide from the truth in other doctrines? We 
take down from our library a volume of anti-slavery 
documents. We read the forcible, just and right tem- 
pered remarks of “ Rev.S. H. Oox” at the first anni- 
versary of the American Anti-Slavery Society in 18384. 
Then we recall some of the addresses made by this 
same man io later years on the same subject, We 
can not avoid the eenclusion that then or now he is 
greatly wrong on one of the most important of all 
questions affesting the human race. But we trust his er 
ror is not such as to indicate that he is not the friend 
of Christ and his cause. Shall we cast him off as a 
heretic and apostate? Rather, meet his arguments by 
argument, contend for humanity and righteousness 
and trath, and pray that Dry. Cox may again he 
brought to say, ashe eaidin the day of his anti-sla- 
Very espousais, twenty years ago, “ On this subject 
(slavery) he had erred, he was convinced of it, he 
was sorry, and he was willing to say it before the 
world.” This procedure toward all who declare 
their assent to the fundamental doctrines of the Gos- 
pel and who give some goed signs of the new birth by 
the Holy Spirit will be more in the spirit of evangeli- 
eal alliance, It will better become fallible men. It 
will savor less of denominational sectarianism aud 
more of Christ. It will feed that peculiar love which 
all Christians have one toward another. It will in- 
vite the return of powerful revivals of religion, and 
bring us to a closer walk with God, and nearer to 
heaven. L.

Masers. Koirons :—There are one or two questions 
relating to the American Tract Society, that appear 
to me of no small importance, to which, however, I 
have never seen a full and distinet answer. These qnes- 
tions I venture to propose in the hope of drawing 
forth such a reply as may conduce in some measure to 
a satisfactory adjustment of the controversy now 
going on in respect to that Society. The questions to 
which I allude are the following: 

1. On what ground is it assumed that the correct- 
ness of the policy pursued by the Society cannot be 
called in question exeept from impure and unchristian 
motives? This assumption I have observed is made 
by writers in your paper and other papers. I have 
been perplexed as to the grounds on which it reste. 

2, On what ground is it assumed that the Tract So- 
eiety is bound by ite present Constitution to speak out 
plainly in regard to slavery! Or if it be conceded 
that the Constitution, in its present form, allows or 
requires silence on this subjeet, on what ground is it 
assumed that the Constitution ought to be altered? 





Why may not the Tract Society, without doing any 
injury to the cause of truth and righteousness, main- 
tain its present reserve on the subject of slavery ! 

3 Would the government of the Society consent 
that the question now at issue in relation to ite policy 
should be fully discussed at a meeting of the Society, 
and would it agree to abide by the result of such o 
diecussion | 

I think that a reply to these questions, particularly 
the second and third, might be of some utility in the 
present state of the controversy. There are many 
minde that have only an obscure notion of the grounds 
on which this controversy rests. P.

TRACT SOCIETY UNITY. 





Messrs. Epitorns:—It is continually declared that 
the object of the American Tract Society is to publish 
only those views in which evangelical Christians are 
agreed. It isso stated expressly by one of the secreta- 
ries, in your paper of Nov. lst, ‘“ The Society cannot 
discuss subjects on which evangelical Christians differ, 
for ite sphere is to diffuse as widely as possible those 
great Gospel principles upon which Christians are 
agreed.” 

Now it may be that the pre€ept, ‘ Therefore, all 
things whatecever ye would that men should do unto 
you, do ye even so to them; for thie is the law and 
the prophets,” is not one of “ those great Gospel prin- 
ciples on which Christians are agreed,” and that for 
this reason it cannot be “diffused” by the Tract 
Society in the various applications of it to the actual 
circumstances of men. And if this be so, I do not 
know that the Traet Society is to be blamed for not 
“diffusing” it We cannot justly find fault with it 
for not publishing principles in which ite constituents 
are not agreed. 

But the object of this communication is to make 
inquiry concerning another matter, which has acci- 
dentally come to my notice. In the Tract entitled 
“ Another Debt,” bearing the number 554—and there- 
fore, as it would seem, one of the most recent publi- 
cations of the Tract Society—we find on page 7, the 
following statements ; ‘‘ He (Jesus) took the sins, that 
is, the debts o his people upon him, and endured the 
wrath and eurse of God which those sins deserved.” 
“Tt was for sinners, for the unrighteous—for those 
who, having no righteousness of their own, must have 
perished forever without his—that God made this 
wonderful exehange. He imputed the sins of his 
people to Christ, reckoning them as his, and thus be- 
lievers are saved from wrath through him; and God 
imputes the righteousness of Christ to them, reckon- 
ing it be to theirs, and thus gives them a title, anda 
righteous title to his kingdom.” That these are not 
regarded as the mere irresponsible assertions of an in- 
dividual, but as the essence of the tract and of the 
Gospel, is evident from the next paragraph, in whieh 
it is said, “ The gentleman thus opened to him the 


capitalists and the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, 
Come on, friends, from what quarter you please, we 
have not much capital to spare to help you, but will 
give you a lively and growing trade. 

But few changes are to be noted in rdigious matters.

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NEW-JERSEY BAPTIST ANNIVERSARIES. 





Tux New-Jersey Baptist Convention and Educational 
Society met at Piscataway on Tuesday of last week, 
and continued in session until Friday P.M. The see 
sion was one of very great interest, representing, as 
it does, all the churches of this denomimation in the 
State—about 110innumber. Sermons were preached 
by Rev. W. E. Cornwell, of Bridgeton; Rev. A. 8. 
Patton, of Hoboken ; and Rev. Dr. J. L. Hodge, pastor 
of the South Baptist Church, Newark, whose discourse 
is spoken of as one of a superior order, and producing 
a very marked impression. The Convention has ex- 
pended some $3,500 the past year in aid of feeble 
eburches ; and it is an interesting fact, that since its 
organization—about twenty-five years ago—some 70 
new churehes have sprung into existence; and the addi- 
tions to the churches have not been less than 18,600 
by baptism alone. About $14,000 have been con- 
tributed by the churches the past year for the various 
objects of benevolenee. D. M. Wilson, Esq., is Presi- 
dent of the Convention, and Rev. J. M. Carpenter 
Secretary. 

The Education Society, whose object is to aid young 
men in their studies for the ministry, has expended 
for this purpose the past year $1,500. It has now nine- 
teen young men on its list of beneficiaries for thie year, 
who are to receive $100 each. A very commendable 
interest is manifested in this object, and the churchee 
are fast securing for themselves an able and soundly 
educated ministry. Rev. George Kempton, of New- 
Brunswick, is the President, and Rev. Henry C. Fish, 
of Newark, Secretary. 

The young men are pureuing their studies at Roch- 
ester, Hamilton and Lewisburg. Twe of the benefi- 
ciaries have finished a complete course of study this 
year. 

The sessions of these bodies were entirely harmo- 
nious, and marked by the devotiona? aspect. Many 
hours were epent in prayer and free conference with

GentLemen :—Our Territorial election for Delegate 
to Congress has just passed. The aggregate vote cast 
in the Territory will be about 9000, which is about 
equal to the entire number of inhabitants three years 
ago, and more than three times the number of votes 
east for Delegate in 1853. On the direct anti-Nebraska 
iseue there is a majority of two-thirds in favor of free- 
dom. There were three candidates: the Administra- 
tion party, the Republican, and an Anti-Nebraska 
Democrat who was also anti-liquor-law, thus se- 
curing most of the German vote, the Germans being 
Anti-Nebraska and for lager-beer. The Administration 
eandidate was elected by about 700 plurality. The 
Republicans have a good share of the Legislature, 
and we may hope for a good liquor-law this winter 
yet. Most truly we need one, for liquor is fast in- 
creasing in our villages. 

Minnesota is right on the question of freedom and 
temperance whenever these questions come directly 
before the people. 

Our first agricultural fair has been held, and was 
quite an interesting time for our new farmers, for a!) 
are comparatively new at the business im this terri- 
tory. The mammoth productions of our strong soil 
were here brought togéther, and would make our 
eastern farmers stare with wonder. Among the items 
mentioned in the report I notice corn 17 feet high, a 
equash 74 feet round and weighing 112 pounds, a 
melon 8 feet in cireumference, a turnip 2} feet around, 
potatoes 9 and 10 inches in length, ete, eto. Of course 
there was not a very great display of steck, but a few 
choice specimens of bulls and cows were on exhibition. 
Our first territorial fair has been successful, and each 
succeeding year will of course improve upon the first. 

Different points belew us seem to be vieing with 
each other to see which will tap us first with a rail- 
road and command the trade of theterritory. There 
are three routes proposed ; from Green Bay ina nearly 
direct line to the head of Lake St. Croix; from Madison, 
Wis., to the mouth of the St. Croix; and from Dubuque 
to St. Paul on the west of the Mississippi, The last 
named route must depend upon St. Louis eapital, and 
for that very reason is not likely soon to be built, 
Minnesota trade will naturally seek the East rather 
than the South. Already Chicago is a superior mar- 
ket to St. Louis, and in spite of all the natural advan- 
tages of St. Louis will swallow up all other places 
in the North-West. If this is owing to any one cause 
it is the difference between freedom and slavery. The 
second route will be built, but has not the capital of 
the first, whieh, I prophesy, will be the first to reach 
Minnesota. It has secured the right of way through, 
has capital enough in lands gramted by Congress to 
build the road, and ie baeked up by the Toronto

advantages in preaching in the languages of the East. 
He may be able, ia his own language, to hold an au- 
dience in listening silenee for hours, but hie power of 
speech is not to be transferred to an Oriental tongue in 
less than ten years, if it ever is. He may be able to 
say many good things, and hold interesting conversa- 
tions, and even to make sermons of no mean character, 
but he will always bea foreigner in speech and habits; 
and it is notto be expected that he will ever be able to 
employ that eloquence which commands attention for 
ite own sake. 

His hearers, especially if strangers, will be liable to 
mieapprehend the import of the missionary’s language, 
though it be used with s good degree of accuracy. 
The language of a heathen people is constructed to 
convey heathen sentiments; and itis not to be sup- 
posed that a foreigner will be able without long fami- 
liarity with the people and their language to explain 
and elucidate his subject so as to obviate the liability 
to misapprehension. 

Again, the missionary cannot command a atated au- 
dience. The people have no habit of coming toge- 
ther in large audiences to hear sermons, and they have 
little desire to hear of Jesus Caorist. Fhe oral procla- 
mation of the Gospel must, therefore, be made to indi- 
viduals and small collections of people. In this way 
afew missionaries can reach but a small part of the 
people. To accomplish anything important by this 
mode of labor, many laborers are needed. Hence it is 
obvieus that the great work of instruc ting the mass 
of the people in Christianity must be done by native 
agenta. In the stationing and labors of missionaries, 
therefore, there should be reference to the training 
and superintendence of such agents. 

With this object in view, a few missionaries should 
be placed in one field of considerable extent, at the 
same station or so near together as easily to act in 
concert. They should commence immediately a num- 
ber of Christian schools, and lay their plans for having 
a high-school, seminary or college in which they 
should aim to bring forward a class of young men tog 
a high etandard of qualifications for the ministerial 
office. Throughout the whole course, the facts and 
doctrines of Christianity should be systematically and 
faithfully taught. 

Thus employed, they would not only be training | 
agents for future service in the work of the mission, | 
but would, at the same time, be doing as much for the 
general diffusion of Cariatian trath as they could do in 
any other way. They would not only teach the 
young, but have opportunity, by conversations and 
the distribution of tracts, to exert a hopeful influence 
over their parents and friends—probably the least pre- 
judiced class of people in their fieid of iabor. In due 
time the high-school would acquire no mean repu 
tation as a seat of sound learning, and attract the at- 
tention and excite the interest of learned men, and 
thus its influence, as ao evangelizing agency, would be 
greatly extended. 

As soon as suitable native agents in sufficient num- 
bers were avaiable for the work, a system of labor, 
similar to that of colportage, including local and 
itinerant preaching, should be adopted and prosecuted 
with vigor and fidelity. When India is covered with 
such missions, each with its missionary college, we 
may hope that her redemption is nigh. 

This course is in principle not unlike that pureaed 
by our Savior. He, by his personal instruction, train- 
ed the agents who were to begin the work of propa- 
gating the gospel. The fact that Paul disputed daily 
in the school of one Tyrannus, for the space of two 
years, during which time “all they which dwelt im 
Asia heard the word of the Lord Jesus, both Jews and 
Greeks,” may indicate that he had some such object in 
view ; at any rate, it showed that the echool of Tyran- 
nus offered excellent facilities for the publicavon of 
the gospel.

Centrat Ituinois—A letter to the Chicago Demo- 
cratic Press, dated Orange, saye: I wrote to you in a 
previous letter in relation to an artesian well lately 
made in this vicinity, two others have been opened in 
the neighborhood of equal value, producing even more 
water than the first. Settlers are fast flocking in to 
this “prairie land,” and prepsring farms, and homes, 
after finding that water and wood ean be had here as 
well, and with as little cost, as they are procured East. 
The well here, which belongs to the C. R. R. Co., pro- 
duces sufficient water to almost runa mill! It furnish- 
es water (and is one of their principal watering places) 
for six engines daily, which takes some 10,000 gallons, 
and still the well keeps up its full supply and has 
never failed during the dry weather of suwmer or fall. 
Iam quite sure the water increased or feeds the well 
one-third faster than it did three months ago.

Our proximity 
to the Penntyivania line, which, where it runs nearest 
us, is not more than twenty miles from Fairmont, ren- 
ders the possession of slave property rather undesira- 
ble. On Saturday night last six slaves started for 
Pennsylvania—two men and two women belonging to 
Thomas Knotts, one man belonging to Absolom Knotts, 
and one woman of the estate of Jane Doudell. Nor 
were they content to take themselves off only, but they 
took with them six horses belonging to different gen- 
tlemen of this county, besides various articles of cloth- 
ing, bedding, ete. They were supplied, too, with fire- 
arms. In shert, it would appear that they either pos- 
sessed a good deal of forecast, or were prompted in 
their action by some agent of the “ underground rail- 
road.” — Fairmont True Virginian. 

New-Zeatanp.—In 1354, Sir G, Grey, Governor of 
New Yealand, stated that he had visited nearly every 
one of the missionary stations, and that he believed 
that out of 100,000 natives there were not more than 
one thousand who did not profess Christianity. It is 
estimated that 50,000 of these native Christians are in 
connection with the Church Missionary Society. All 
the arte of civilized life are springing up in the path of 
Christianity, and the island is fast becoming the very 
garden of the Southern Ocean.

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LATE REPENTANCE, 

Ir is painful to observe how men neglect the 
interests of the soul, and presume on the mercy 
and forbearance of God; how they defer to the 
Future what belongs to the Present, and put off 
to the bed of death what ought to be the great 
pursuit of the whole life. 

This course of conduct involves the risk of 
ruinous losses, which never can be retrieved, and 
puts in imminent peril what is most valuable in 
time and eternity. Men easily believe what they 
wish to be true, and vainly suppose that a few 
regrets, a few tears, and a few prayers at the 
close of life, will satisfy divine justice, atone for 
their sins and secure their salvation. 

More mistaken views of sin, of the way of 
salvation, of the character and government of 
God, could hardly be entertained. If he is 
God of mercy, he is no less a God of justice ; 
and present delay of punishment affords no pre- 
sumption against the certainty of final retribu- 
tion. Besides, no one has any warrant that this 
delay of punishment will continue a single hour, 
and that in his case judgment may not be im- 
mediately executed. The conditions of salvation 
are made to sinful man, and unless they be com- 
plied with in season, the doom of the soul is 
certain andeternal. These conditions are summed 
up in the Gospel in two words, Faith and Repent- 
ance. In this summary, Faith includes the in- 
tellectual faculties, aud fully submits them to the 
word of God; Repentance, the sensibilities and 
the will, and devotes them to God and his ser- 
Hence, by faith we have the knowledge 
necessary to salvation; by repentance we have 
those dispositions of the heart, and perform those 
duties in life, which the Gospel requires, Faith, 
then, has referenca to Christian knowledge, 
and repentance to Christian feeling and action: 
Neither is so much to be considered a single act, 

n the Gospel system, as a permanent state 
a habit of the soul.

The case of the penitent robber on the cross, 
and the saying of an ancient writer on the sub- 
ject, are sometimes advanced in proof of the 
validity of late repentance: “ One was saved, 
that none need despair; and only one, that none 
might presume.’ Now, in regard to this robber 
(for such is the meaning of the Greek word), there 
can be no doubt that his repentance was genuine, 
that he was a sincere Christian; for, when he 
prayed to our Savior, “ Lord, remember me when 
thou comest in thy kingdom,” the Savior replied, 
“ This day shalt thou be with me in paradise.” 

But at the same time, there is little or no evi- 
dence that his penitence originated on the cross; 
and, as such a supposition is contrary to the 
whole tenor of the Gospel, we may well call it 
in question. Besides, there és some proof that it 
took place some time before. He probably knew 
our Lord and had been instructed by him in the 
nature of his religion. “Remember me,” is a 
form of expression certainly indicative of previous 
acquaintance and intercourse. He does not con- 
fess his sins, or pray for pardon; neither does 
our Lord say, as his custom appears to have been 
in the case of repentant sinners, “ 
forgiven thee.” 

Is it said that a robber cannot be a Christian ? 
We reply ; there is no rezord showing when he 
ceased to bea robber or became a Christian. 
Moreover, we are apt to associate with that word 
much, which a consideration of the state of the 
Jewish nation at that time may a good deal 
modify. They were under the Roman yoke; 
zealots were springing up and forming parties 
under the hope of shaking off this galling 
yoke and achieving their liberty. These bands, 
when formed, would resort to the mountains, 
and live, as much as possible, on the plunder 
of their default of 
others. Hence they would be called robbers, 
and might themselves at first rather regard 
the name as honorable than reproachful, as 
the patriots of our Revolution did the word 
“rebel.” While these bands would naturally 
contain some of the worst men, they would also 
embrace some of the noblest of the nation ; 
in the spirit of the maxim, “ resistance to tyrants 
is obedience to God,” might seek in mistaken and 
forbidden ways to achieve their liberty and inde- 
pendence.

We do not affirm this, but we submit 
much confidence that such a supposition is quite 
as probable as that he jirst felt penitence on the 
cross.

There is not 
any other example, that we remember, in all the 
Bible of such late repentance being valid; nor 
has there asingle instance occurred in the history 
of mankind, in which such repentance was known 
to be genuine.

But it can and does discuss the question of 
total abstinence from the use of ardent spirits. It 
does not cease to keep its depositories supplied 
with Beecher on Intemperance, and with Edwards’s 
Temperance Manual. Therefore, the ruleof total 
abstinence from the use of ardent spirits is a sub- 
ject on which evangelical Christians do not differ. 
If the premises are true, what logic can set aside 
the inevitable conclusion? If the conclusion 
stands, no logic can get rid of the equally inevi- 
table inference that all those Christians, so-called, 
who dissent from the doctrine of the Temperance 
Manual, or of Beecher on Intemperance, are not 
evangelical Christians—an inference be it remem- 
bered which excommunicates from the evangelical 
body the great majority of the ministers, elders 
and communicants in the Free Church of Scot- 
land, besides multitudes of the most strenuous 
supporters of the Westminster standards on this 
side of the Atlantic. 
Again let us start with the Secretary’s propo- 
sition. The Society “cannot discuss subjects on 
which evangelical Christians differ.’ Then if 
evangelical Christians differ on the subject of 
dancing,—if some hold that all saltatory motion 
3 sinful, while others hold that, properly used, 
it is not only harmless in itself, but positively 
conducive to health and to gracefulness of man- 
ners—the Tract Society cannot discuss the sub- 
ject of dancing. But the well known tract, “A 
Time to Dance,” retains its place in the catalogue 
of the Society’s publications, as given in the ap- 
pendix to the last report. Therefore, there is no 
difference on that subject among evangelical 
Christians, and those Christians, so called, who 
permit their children to learn how to dance, or in 
whose houses dancing is permitted, are not evan- 
gelical Christians.

Some 
evangelical Christians hold that there ought to 
be an instantaneous emancipation, universal and 
absolute; others bold that it would be wiser and 
more beneficent if slavery were gradually abol- 
ished. That subject then is one which the So- 
ciety cannot discuss. So the definition of slavery 
is a point on which evangelical Christians differ. 
Some extend the meaning of the word to make 
it include the servitude of Abraham’s servants, 
and the servitude which was limited and regulated 
by the laws of Moses; others limit the meaning 
of the word to exclude almost every possible form 
of servitude but that which exists in our Southern 
States, and which Judge Kane is trying to legal- 
ize in Pennsylvania. This question, then, is one 
which the Society cannot discuss. So of other 
subjects connected with the institution of slavery, 
— it is easy to ascertain what tho points are on 
which there is a difference, or a possible difference 
among evangelical Christians. 

Are we then to understand that on moral 
questions commected with the institution of slav- 
ery, the pertinacious silence of the Executive 
Committee is only co-extensive with the differ- 
ences of opinion among evangelical Christians ? 
So it would seem; for the Seeretary 
that the Society’s “ sphere is to 


assures us 
diffuse as widely 

possible those great Gospel principles upon 
which [evangelical] Christians are agreed ;” and 
that “ in this sphere it endeavors to do its work 
earnestly, faithfully, affectionately, at all 
in all languages and localities.” 

If this is the exact truth, what follows’ The 
Society is silent—such is the course of its admin- 
istration—on the subject of the American slave- 
trade. No voice of earnest and faithfnl remon- 
strance against that hideous complication of foul 
and cruel immoralities, is permitted to proceed 
from that great and wealthy corporation which, 
within the sphere of the principles on which 
evangelical Christians are agreed, is working 
earnestly, faithfully, affectionately, at all seasons, 
in al] languages and in all localities. What is the 
inference? The inevitable inference is that in the 
opinion of some evangelical Christians, recognized 
as such by the Executive Committee, the slave- 
trade—the horrid business of buying human be- 
ings in one market to sel] them in another—is 
not sinful. The Society is not permitted to assert 
and vindicate the Divine sanctity of marriage 
among slaves, or to deny that the right of the 
husband to his enslaved wife, or of the wife to 
her enslaved husband is paramount before God to 
the right of the master. And yet we are assured 
that within the sphere of the great Gospel prin- 
ciples on which evangelical Christians are agreed, 
the Society is working earnestly and faithfully in 
all localities. Whatistheinference? Inevitably 
this, thatsome evangelical Christians—evangelical 
in the meaning of Mr, Cook and the Commit- 
tee—do not admit that the relation between a 
wife and a husband, in a state of slavery, has any 
sanctity that can interfere with the convenience 
of the master. The Society is not permitted to 
assert the right of the slaves to read the Bible, to 
enlarge their minds by knowledge, and so to rise 
to the dignity of intellectual life, and the duty of 
their masters and of the State to teach them 
And yet we are assured that within the sphere of 
ihe great principles on which evangelical Chris- 
tians are agreed, the Society is working faithfully 
and earnestly, and in all localities. What is the 
inference? Nothing less than that evangelical 
Christians—in the sense in which that word 
* evangelical” is understood by the Committee— 
are not agreed in holding that all men should 
learn to read the Bible for themselves, and that 
therefore the laws and the usages which hinder 
men from learning to read are essentially impious. 

Does anybody believe that Mr. Cook has any 
such idea of evangelical Christianity as that which 
is implied in these inevitable conclusions? No} 
Neither he nor the Committee would recognize 
for a moment the Christianity of the man who

could offer one argument in defense of the slave- 





trade, or who could hesitate to affirm that the 
master who separates husband from wife is a sin- 
ner against the seventh commandment, or who 
could affirm that it is not wicked to keep men by 
force and by law in brutish ignorance. The fact 
is that when the Secretary talks about differences 
among evangelical Christians as a reason for the 
position into which the Society has been led by 
its administration, he deceives himself, and the 
truth (on that point) is not in him. Let him 
open his eyes to see the facts, and then he will 
frankly say, We are afraid to discuss in our pub- 
lications any subject connected with slavery. We 
are afraid of being expelled from all the South 
by the Atchisons and the Stringfellows. Weare 
afraid of that fierce and bloody ruffianism which 
is everywhere the concomitant of slavery. 
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LENDING YOUR NAME. 


We cautioned our readers last week against 
carelessly giving their signature to documents 
circulated for objects professedly good, and per- 
haps really good in themselves, but often compli- 
cated with other movements or motives of a more 
questionable character. A gentleman has called 
upon us to state that he signed a document which 
has been extensively published, without having 
read it for himself, and that when he saw it in 
print, (which, by the way, he did not expect,) he 
was surprised to find himself committed to the 
censure of measures and discussions which he 
fully approves. We presume he has learned a 
valuable lesson; and will never again say “ Put 
down my name,” when he has heard only one or 
two paragraphs of a letter which is designed 
act upon the public by its array of signatures.

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THE MISSOURI CATASTROPHE ; 
FROM DR. POST. 


—LETTER 


Wuen the telegraph made the first startling an- 
nouncement of the catastrophe on the Pacific Rail- 
road, we hung with trembling over the name Yost, 
lest by the change ofa letter it might stand for our 
much-loved friend Rey. Dr. Post, of St. Louis. We 
felt a special interest in the fate of that gentleman— 
whom we rightly conjectured to be on board the 
ill-fated train—not only because of an intimate friend- 
ship, but also because for a few weeks past one of 
the editors of this journal had been reading the 
proof sheets of a work of great brilliancy and power 
from the pen of Dr. Post, and had thus been in 
daily communion with his vigorous and cultivated 
mind, 

Although this work, just ready to be issued from 
Mr. Scribner’s press, would of itself form a lasting 
monument to the author’s genius, and would render 
a lasting service to the cause of evangelical freedom 
against spiritual despotism ; yet regarding it as only 
the prelude to other works in the same rich vein of 
the philosophy of history, we were relieved beyond 
measure to learn that our dear friend had not been 
cut off with such important plans and labors unfin- 
ished. 

A letter from Dr. Post to the editor referred to, 
gives the most graphic and thrilling sketch of the 
catastrophe we have yet seen. He will pardon us, 
and our readers will thank us for publishing it en- 
tire. The first paragraph is explained by what we 
have said above of his forthcoming work, on the 
Skeptical Era in Modern History—a work that will 
be of much “service to the cause of Christian 
truth.” 


St. Lovis, Noy. 3, 1855. 

Dear Brotuer :—I thank you for your letter re- 
ceived last evening. I feel indebted to you more 
than I can tell you for your kindness in undertaking 
for me, in addition to your numerous duties, the la- 
bor of so much proof-reading, nor do I know how I 
am evertorepayyou. I hope you may atleast have 
the satisfaction of believing that you have thereby 
aided in a work of some service to the cause of 
Christian truth. ‘ ° ° 

I write this under circumstances tending pecu- 
liarly to impress me with the feeling that services 
rendered to imperishable interests alone, can long 
bestow either honor or pleasure. I seem to myself 
as writing this on the verge of the Dark River where 
all aims this side of immortality shrivel. The sense 
of sudden and awful peril presses on me; a peril 
which has in a moment swept acquaintances and 
friends from my side into eternity. The shadow of 
the Dark Angel has fallen on me. I have heard the 
whirr of his awful wing, and felt his chill breath. 
With pulse feverous, and person gashed and bruised, 
and a great sorrow on my heart, I write; and yet 
as I look around on the faces of my home, and on 
this glad light of life, I thank my God—oh how 
fervently—that I still tive, 

As you may infer from tke above I was day before 
yesterday in the frightfal catastrophe on the Pacific 
Railroad st the Gasconada River. Invitations had 


been extended to our citizens by those of Jefferson 
City, to meet with them on November Ist and cele- 
brate the opening of the Pacific Railway to that 
place—to which the cars were to run that day for 
the first time. 

Between six and eight hundred persons, compris- 
ing toa great extent the elite of our city, started 
from this place on the morning appointed, with mu- 
tual gratulations on the opening of such an import- 
ant section of the Pacific Railroad, whose name in- 
dicates that, in the idea of its builders, it was to be 
only the beginning of that mighty trans-continental 
route which has for years been the dream and aspi- 
ration ofour city. With words and thoughts more 
or less grave, but all jubilant, and through a region 
in sympathy of jubilation, we passed about one 
hundred miles to the Gasconade River, which this 
railroad crosses. As we approached the river, I 
was sitting in the car, the fourth I think from the 
engine; all around me men most eminent in profes- 
sional and mercantile life, and in the political history 
of the region, variously engaged in gay or serious 
converse—trade, stocks, politics, morals, reminis- 
cences amusing or sad, hopes and schemes for the 
future, the jest and pleasant laugh, or reflections 
grave, philosophic or religious, engaging us, as we 
lookea around on each other’s faces in an intense 
consciousness of life and a sense of perfect security, 
when lo! in a2 moment that multitude, in horrid 
imbroglio, were struggling in the jaws of Death.

SKETCH OF A VILLAGE PASTOR. 


Awonc the hills and valleys of northern New- 
Hampshire and Vermont, there is nO name more 
familiar or more cherished than that of a venerable 
Scottish minister who came to this country when it 
was a wilderness, and devoted his whole life to the 
work of the ministry, with a zeal which never 
wearied, and so judicious and happy a conformity to 
the precept of Paul, of “ being all things to all men, 
thereby to save some,” that his example was an 
ever-living recommendation of the religion he 
preached, and the light of his countenance wel- 
comed as a blessing in every household. 

His birth, education, and early consecration to 
the Church were regarded by him as among the 
special providences, so strangely were the circum 
stances linked, and so entirely independent were 
they of human foresight. 

We can never forget the day on which he related 
to us the story, for it was the last time we were per- 
mitted to listen to the accents of a voice which was 
ever the sweetest music to our ears. Though he 
was not our pastor our house was one of his homes, 
to which he came as familiarly as to his own, en- 
tering and departing without ceremony, and asking 
with perfect freedom for the gratification of any 
want. On this day it was warm and sultry, and 
he had thrown himself upon the sofa and for a little 
time was unusually silent. At length he said, “I 
ought to have been born in America, and it was a 
remarkable providence that made Scotland my birth- 
place.” We had never heard him allude to it be- 
fore; and playfully remarked that it was well, for 
much of our interest in him was owing to his Scotti- 
cisms, of which an American birth would have de- 
prived him. 

He said his father and mother embarked for 
America, intending to reside in one of those hilly 
towns in Vermont which is still entirely settled by 
the sons and daughters of Scottish emigrants, and 
aterrible storm at sea wrecked the vessel, which 
sank with all on board except those two, who were 
saved as by a miracle. After many perilous ad- 
ventures they found themselves on land, but their 
little fortune was at the bottom of the sea, and they 
wended their way back to Edinburgh in deep afilic- 
tion to begin life anew, abandoning forever the long- 
cherished hope of becoming citizens of the New 
World. In a little time this their only son was born, 
and as they had no means of giving him an educa- 
tion they apprenticed him to the trade of a printer, 
at which he diligently toiled during the years of 
youth and early manhood. But the benevelence 
which was so remarkably characteristic of him 
seems to have prompted him to self-denial and good 
deeds in boyhood, and his efforts in collecting poor 
children into school and teaching them on Sundays 
and in leisare hours, attracted the atfention of a 
good minister who often noticed his quiet but per- 
severing labors. 

“ Mave you ever thought you would like to be a 
minister?” said the aged man to him one day, as he 
met him coming from his little school. 

“Yes, many times have | thought so, and longed 
for the means of fitting myself for the office,” he 
answered ; “ but my parents are poor and cannot aid 
me, and I do not know any way I can aid myself.” 

No promises were made him at this time, but 
through the recommendation of this clergyman he 
became an object of interest to the celebrated Mr. 
Haldane, whose name is familiar to the Christian 
world as the man to whom Merle D’ Aubigné owes 
his consecration to the Evangelical Church. Mr. 
H. belonged to an ancient aristocratic family, who 
were the owners of hundreds of broad acres, and 
whose organ of benevolence seems to have corre- 
sponded. God gave them worldly prosperity and 
they gave of their abundance freely to fit and send 
forth soldiers of the Cross; and a little army has 
been scattered over the vineyards of the Lord, that 
otherwise might have been obliged to bury their tal- 
ents in lifelong seclusion. We do not know the history 
of all or of many, but if there had been only these 
two, the fruits of their labors have been such as no 
human mind can estimate, and enough to embalm 
the memory of him who was instrumental in giving 
their talents to the world in millions of grateful 
hearts. 

D’ Aubigué became not only a pastor but an 
author, and is loved and reverenced by every family 
in Christendom. Mr. Sutherland became the shep- 
herd of a flock scattered among the mountain wilds 
of a new country, and obeyed not only the spirit 
but the letter of the Savior’s command, “‘ Feed my 
lambs.” He was one of those who literally never 
slumbered or slept, but day and night was to be 
seen in the valley and on the hillside, watching over 
the interests of those who needed a pastor’s care;

A DRUNKEN DAUGHTER. 

It sometimes seems in our Industrial schools, as 
if each wretched, blear-eyed, half-starved, filthy 
little girl was a living monument of the curses of 
intemperance. The rags, the disease, the ignor- 
ance, the sunny looks darkened, the old faces on 
young shoulders, are not necessarily the pitiable 
effects of overwhelming circumstances. The young 
creatures are not always cursed by poverty princi- 
pally, but by the ungoverned appetites, bad habits 
and vices of their parents. Inthe neighborhood of 
our 40th-street school, on “Dutch Hill,” one can 
hardly enter a shanty where is a sober family. The 
women all drink; the men work and then carouse, 
The hard earnings go off in alcohol. No savings 
are laid up for the winter. The children are ragged 
and unprotected, and but for the Industrial school, 
uneducated. It is sometimes the saddest sight, to 
see a neat little shanty grow day by day more 
filthy ; the furniture sold ; the windows broken; 
the children looking more thin and hungry; the 
parents falling out of honest work—al! the slow 
effects of ungoverned passion for liquor. 

I entered yesterday a little hut on the “Hill,” 
where a middle-aged woman lived whomI know. 
She was sitting near the door, weeping violently. I 
asked the ‘reason, and after a little time, she teld 
me. Her oldest daughter, a girl of twenty, had 
just been in, drunk, and had struck her over the 
eye; and when her mother was looking at her 
bruise in the glass, she had dashed her fist through 
the glass. There was no safety there, the mother 
said, when she came in. If they were away she 
would burst open the doors and break the furniture 
and cut her sewing-work to pieces. “She is a 
divil, sir, when she’s in liquor!” Three times the 
mother had had her arrested and sent to Blackwell's 
Island; ‘‘ but some how sir, she’s always worse 
whin she comes out, and I nivir heard her use bad 
words, till she’d been there. 

“Now, God knows where she lives—they say it’s 
in a bad house, andit’s Iwho am afeard she’s 
gittin’ Tommy, her broder, into the same way, 
for he doesn’t come home now. © God! J might 
as well be inheli!” Nothing can convey the tone 
of despair with which that was said.

The 
lectures which he gave in compliance with that re- 
quest are now published by D. Fanshaw in a beau- 
tifal octavo volume.

The subjects treated are: Men of 
learning who have fallen into infidelity ; Causes of 
their infidelity ; Men of fearning who have embraced 
Ohristianity ; Christianity contrasted with infidelity 
in its influence on the happiness of man in this 
world; Influence of the Bible on the intellect of 
man; and the prejudice that extensive learning is 
hostile to the spirit of true piety.

Mattuew Henay's Commentarny.—The Messrs.

Messrs. Evitons:—Your paper of Nov. 1 contains 
an article over the signature “A Missionary,” in which 
there are varioue things, to me not a little surprising ; 
and [ think they must beso tomany others. The wri- 
ter calls attention in the outeet to one point in the 
epecial report presented by the Prudential Committee 
of the American Board at Hartford, in 1854, on “The 
Divine Instrumentality for the World’s Conversion.” 
That point is the incidental, and for aught I know very 
natural and proper, reference to the different terms 
in which Christ's direction to his disciples to preach 
the Gospel, is recorded by Matthew and Mark. Mat- 
thew has it, “Go ye, therefore, and teach, or disciple 
all nations;” while in Mark the commission reads, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gospel to 
every creature.” The report says, ‘One evangelist 
tells us what, the other tells us how.” This “A Mis- 
sionary” calls “a mare faneifal distinetion,” and says 
“it will doubtless surprise some, and they will be 
slow to believe the statement, that in this distinetion, 
so nicely drawn, lies the germ, if not the only author. 
ity for a new theory of missionary labor; one involy- 
ing in its applieations the exclusion of all heathen 
children from Christian achools.” Beyond question 
“some,” many will be“ slow to believe this statement.” 
For one I wait for the proof, and I am sure it is not to 
be found in that special report. ‘‘A Missionary” seems 
to suppose, however, that he furnishes the proof. He 
proceeds to state the theory aa he understands it ; and 
remarks, “ this system does mot exslude echoole, but it 
restricts them to the ehildren of Christian parents. It 
confines all education—all mental and moral training 
—to those already evangelized.” And now comes the 
intelligence from the Missionary Houze which most of 
all surprises me. The writer proceeds to say, “ That 
this is the voice of the Prudential Committee, we 
may infer from the fact (!) that in more than one mis- 
sion they have carried out- the principle. The Arcot 
mission was organized on this basis. By a rule of the 
Prudential Committee, they are not allowed to instruct, 
or Cause to be instructed in any of their schools, a

child of heathen parents The sime rule is to be car- 
ried out substantially in Bombay, in Madura, and in 
Ceylon.” I read, and marveled, and was quite ready 
to join the writer in exclaiming, “‘How a great Mis- 
sionary Society, whose members are so distinguished 
for wisdom and piety, can deliberately proceed to bind 
the missionaries they send forth, by authoritative rule, 
to debar all children of heathen parents from all 
Christian instruction, except oral preaching, I cannot 
conceive.” I have long been accustomed to regard the 
members of the Prudential Committee as men “ distin- 
guished for wisdom and piety,” and distinguished also 
for love to the work of missions, I have supposed 
that they labored and prayed for the conversion of the 
heathen ; that their gratuitous labor from week to 
week at the Missionary House, proceeded from desire 
for their conversion, from confidence in the promises 
of the Werd of God respecting it, and from love to 
Him who died for the world. And is it indeed a fact 
that! these men authoritatively instruct the mission- 
aries not to teach the children of heathen parents? 
Have they, then, becoms utterly disheartened? Have 
they adopted the ‘‘ theory” of some, that the heathen 
are never to be Christianized, and determined that, 
henceforth, they will labor only to nurse the churches 
which have been gathered, while they wait for Christ 
to come and destroy idolaters! Or have they sud- 
denly become the enemies of those for whose good 
they have so long been laboring? for if the statements 
of this writer are correct, they would seem to be 
no longer friends of the unevangelized. 

But, I asked myself, is there uo mistake? I remem- 
bered having once seen printed “ Rules of the Arcot 
Mission,” rules constructed and adopted, not by the 
Prudential Committee, but dy the mission itself, in In- 
dia, on the field of their labor, and surrounded by 
those heathen whose salvation they have gone to 
seek. I looked for those “ Rules.” They are now before 
me, and among them there are some which, if they 
had been made by the Prudential Committee, and if 
they stood by themselves, unexplained, would seem to 
afford some reason for the statement of this “ mission- 
ary.” Now I suspect that he has also met with these 
rules; that he has ingome way mistaken them for 
the “ authoritative rules” of the Committee, and:co has 
been led, inadvertently, to impute to the Committee a 
wrong which, if it has any existence, lies whully at 
the door of the mission. At leastif the Committee is 
wrong at all ia the case I think it must be only in this 
that they have not as yet interfered by aay “ authori- 
tative rule,” to prevent the missionaries from pursving 
the course which they had marked out for themselves, 
These rules of the mission were adopted in 1853, and 
on turning to the report of the American Board for the 
next year, (1854) I find this statement respecting the 
Arcot mission: 

“The missionaries devote themselves, as does their 
father at Madras, to the work of preaching and distri- 
buting books among the masses of the people; taking 
the direction, ‘Go, preach the gospel,’ for ‘ the found- 
ation stone of the mission’ in a somewhat peculiar 
sense. They have resolved ‘not to encumber them- 
selves with educational establishments intended for 
heathen children and youth,’ and to have no ‘educa 
tional institutions except these which spring out of the 
necessities of such communities as may be proselyted to 
the Obristian faith ;* believing that ‘the masses’ are al- 
ready ‘in a condition of fitness for hearing the gospel,’ 
and that ‘the way for the triumphs of Obristianity is 
to be prepared by its public prociamation.’ ’ 

“This plan of operations differs from that in most 
missions by giving greater prominance to the dis 
linetive work of preaching in the vernacular language, 
and depending less upon the influence of Christian 
schools and other agencies, The committee are quite 
willing, a3 the Christian public probably will be, that 
euch an experiment, so far as it is to be considered an 
experiment, should be fairly tried. Many will look 
forward to the reault with deep interest.” 

The quotations in this portion of the report are, it 
wil be perceived, from statements of the missionaries 
themselves. To their action, very probably, “A Mis 
sienary” would object, yet it should be stated that 
among the rules which they adopted are the following 
respecting Village congregations 

“1. Any three families, who request to be received 
under Christian instruction, shall be constituted a vil- 
lage cosgregation on their eubseribing the articles 
drawn up for the regulation of such communities.” 

“2. So far as circumstances admit, a school shal! be 
established in every village congregation.” 





Surely the Aeathen families whieh 
received under Christian iastruction” are not yet 
to be regarded as Christiana; nor can the ehildren of 
such “village congregations,” for whom, it seems, 
echools are to be established, be considered as all chil- 
| dren of Christian parents, or as “ those already evan- 
gelized.” If then, as I suppose, this writer has mistaken 
the action of the missionaries (for whose rights it may 
| be presumed he is ready with others to contend ear- 
nestly) for that of the Prudential Committee, he 
| has still stated the case far too strongly. 
But, Messrs, Editors, that I might know the truth in 
regard to the action of the Committee, I have inquired 
| where, it seemsto me, “ A Missionarp* ehould have in- 
| quired before making such startling statements, at the 
| Missionary House; and I am assured by the Scere 





| taries that, so far as they know, there is no shadow of

ARRIVAL OF THE ASIA. 
NEWS TO OcTOBER 277Tu. 


Tax Canard Steamer arrived at Halifax on the 7h, 
and at Boston on the 8th, 

The papers contain a detailed account of the Rue- 
sian attack and repulee at Kars, on the 30th Sept. 

On the morning of that day, the Russians invested 
| Kars on all sides in full foree. The batteries at Kars 
| opened o murderous fire on the besiegers. Turee 
| times did the Ruesians gain a footing in the Turkish 

intrenchments—and three times were they driven out 
| by the Turks at the point of the bayonet. Oolonel 
Lake distinguished himself in the contest, not only by 
his gourage, but by his ekill. It was he who drove 
the enemy from the loglis Tabia. Eight hundred Rus- 
sians were slain before a redoubt defended by four 
hundred Turks. The firing lasted 7 hour and a half, 
when the Russians took to flight. The Turks per- 


formed prodigies of valor. The Russian loss is said to 
have been 4,000. 


Tae Brack Sza—The Russians themselves have 
blown up Fort Nicholas and their other works on Ot- 
chakoff point, opposite Kinburn, and the Allies have 
now full command of the river communication in the 
rear of all the Ruesian forces in the Crimes. In the 
Crimea the Allies are systematieally moving forward 
in strong foree, and the Russians retiring in good or- 
der back upon their fortified positions. The French 
were close upon the Russian positions at Albat and 
Airgal, where, if at all, the Russians must make a 
stand. A letter of the 12th from Sebastopol, says that 
the Russians were falling back from the north side by 
| detachments upon Perekop. A very active fire had 
been kept up for four days by the Russians, chiefly 
directed against the Malakoff and the French quarters. 
The British and French were engaged in clearing the 
ruins of the city. The stores taken at Sebastopol in- 
clude a million shot and cartridges, and half a million 
pounds of gunpowder. The land strength of the Allies 
in the Orimea is officially reported at 210,000 men.
